STATE INSTITUTIONS 


Further Cenfra//zaf/«R of Power in Hands 


of (itverflor Proposed 


(Special Correspondence of THE 
TRIBUNE.) 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 23.—Further 
centralization of power in the hands 
of the governor of California is pro 
posed in a bill to create a state board 
of administration, to consist of three 
members to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor to direct the operation and man- 
agement of all of the state hospitals, 
homes and reformatories and abolish 
the separate boards of managers or 
trustees as provided under the present 
law. 
The measure is said to be a pet 


of the state board of control, and as 
such is being introduced to please 
Governor Johnson. 
The management of 14 institutions 
and present commissions would be af- 
fected by the passage of tbe proposed 
law 
Among these Institutions are 


the home for the adult blind in Oak- 
land and the California institution for 
the deaf, dumb and blind In Berkeley. 
Others are the six state hospitals, the 
industrial homes, the reformatories, 
state lunacy commission, state board 
of 
charities 
and 
corrections, 
the 
Women's Relief Corps Home and the 
Veterans' Home of California. 


$4000 SALARY. * 


The members of the commission 
proposed in the law would be expected 
to devote their entire time to all of 
these institutions and receive a salary 
of $4000 a year each. A secretary at 
$2400, two clerks at $1800 and .two 
stenographers at $1500 are also pro- 
vided. 
» 
The commission would be expected 
to elect one of its members chairman 
and to draft \ia own regulations not 
inconsistent with the law for its gov- 
ernment. 
At the'instance of the governor, or 
on its own initiative, the commission 
could institute an investigation into 
the conditions of any of the institu- 
tions under its control or of another 
state institution which the governor 
might designate, and then file a de- 
tailed report with the governor. 
The commission would work In con- 
Junction with the state board of con- 
trol, a&a between these two bodies the 
affairs of these institutions would be 
handled. 
This commission would also_ have 
the supervision and control of the 
placing of dependent children 'into 
homes and the supervision of all so- 
cieties or organizations engaged in 
such work and known as children's 
home finding societies. 
The state board of charities and 
corrections would he completely abol- 
ished by this bill. 
» 


TO GIVE INDCSTRIAIj TRAUflCfG. 


While practically all of the bills 


introduced at this session of the Legis- 
lature affecting the educational sys- 
tem and method of Instruction in "the 
state are intended to aid the girl and 
boyi Senator E. K. Strobridge will 
introduce a bill soon that will have 
for Its purpose the aiding of the young 
men and women who desire education 
along Industrial lines. * 
Senator Strobrldge's bill wjll pro- 
vide that where 25 or more young men 
or women are brought together in one 
class, in any district In the state, that 
an Industrial school shall be estab- 
lished. Youn# men and vromen up 
to 25 years of age would be entitled 
to receive instruction ,ln this class Jn 
which ever vocational Instruction the 
pupil might choose. 
This school would be supported par- 
tially by the state and partially by th# 
district. As a means of rounding each 
school the state would appropriate just 
double the amount raised In the dis- 
trict 
FROFOSES RETTEREKCE BUREAU. 


Assemblyman W. C. Clark expecfa 
to intrbduce his bill for the establish- 
ment of a legislative reference bureau 
at the capitol within a few days. He 
declares these bureaus have been 
found unusually .valuable in other 
states,— and that when consulted by 
legislators an an aid to drafting laws 
and shaping legislation, have saved 
the various states large sums of 
money. 
Clark will ask for an appropriation 


for his bureau. At the present time 
a legislative reference library Is main- 
tained for the accommodation of the 
legislators by State Librarian Glllls, 
merely as a matter of courtesy to the 
solons. Clark would make it compul- 
sory to operate this b»ceau. 
The amendments to 'the charter of 
the city of Alameda. were ratified by 
the Assembly yesterday at the request 
of Assemblyman Morganatern. The 
amendments have already been passed 
by the Senate, and It IB now up to the 
governor to ratify the Legislature's 
action. 
CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


The amendments to the city charter 


of Berkeley were mad6 a special order 
of business yesterday and were rati- 
fied at^'tho request of Senator Breed 
of Alameda county. In whose district 
the city of Berkeley lies. 
Senator 33. J, Tyrell of Oakland and 
Senator Lee C. Gates of Los Angeles 
were named "as a committee ,of two 
yesterday at a meeting of the judiciary 
committee o* the Senate to draft a 
bill making It possible for any person 
while possessed of the normal mental 
faculties to namo some person an their 
guardian, to act In the event of becom- 
ing insane'or otherwise mentally in- 
capacitated. Senator Tyrell had Intro- 
duced two bills on this subject and 
Senator Gates was the author of one. 
The committee decided that the bills 
were so nearly identical that both the 
authors should grot together and draft 
a new measure. 
' 
, 


TO REDUCE TRAGEDIES. 


The committeS failed to take action, 
after considerable discussion, on the 
bill of Senator Finn of San Francisco 
regulating the sale ot/ firearms. The 
bill Is Intended to servo as a means 
of reducing the tragedies* enacted in 
trioi nrotp r»P»n»1y h;-'r"aklrljj !t more 
difficult to purchase firearm*. 


Among the bills that were passed 
out of committee favorably were Sen- 
ator Finn's measure providing that all 
collection agencies be placed on a bond 
of not less than 1500'as a means of 
protecting 
those people for whom, 
they collect money. 


Tt IK declared that the bill Is the out- 
growth of conditions In San Francisco. 
It Is 0ald that many thousands of 
dollars are lost ench year By people 
placing claims in the hands of collec- 
tion agencies and falling to get any 
returns, ovenxwhen it has been proven 
that the debt was collected. 
Trained nurses skilled in handling 
persons mpntnllv flprnnirpd n-111 rtTp- 
aHer accompany insane persons to 
asylums. If Senator Thompson's bill 
Is made law At the present time the 
sheriff of a county appoints a deputy 
to take an insane* person to th<> hos- 
pital.

!•» understood that the California Bar 
Association Is thp advocate of the bill. 


TO TREAT "SHODDY." 


Realizing that the use of shoddy and 
the material used in Its'manufacture, 
unless given proper disinfection. Is a 
menace to the public health. Senator 
Regan of San Francisco will introduce 
a bill tomorrow providing for the 
treatment of the shoddy material in a 
scientific manner and along sanitary 
lines. 
Tho bill requires that all material 
used in shoddy w^ear must first be 
disinfected by formaldehyde gas un- 
der pressure of at least 50 pounds, or 
steam of at least 320 degrees fahren- 
helt, in an air-tight room or chamber. 


All machinery used in the manufac- 
ture 
of shoddy 
and all factories, 
warerooms and storehouses where 
shoddy is handled must at all times 
be subject to inspection of the state 
board of health. 


RACETRACK AMENDMENT. 


Senator Avey of San Francisco in- 


troduced a bill yesterday that is in- 
tended to head off the situation which 
confronted the electors in the cam- 
paign of 1912 In connection with the 
referendum measure known as the 
"racetrack amendment." 
The construction of this amendment 


was such as to absolutely confuse the 
voter, Senator Avey declares, and In 
many cases voters who wished to cast 
their ballot against permitting gamb- 
ling on horse racing in California to 
resume in reality voted for It. 
The Avey bill provides for 
the 
widest publicity of all such referendum 
measures through a board, whose 
duties It would be' to see that the 
voter received a plain statement of 
the cause and effect of the proposed 
law on the ballot and through news- 
paper advertisements. 


MANY MEASURES. 


-A bill which is of considerable in- 
terest to communities living near the 
border of the state is that by Senator 
Hewitt of Los Angeles county provid- 
ing that power from the .waters of 
California cannot be taken into an- 
other state. 
Senator Lee C. Gates of Los An- 
geles county has a bill before the 
Senate which deals with all sorts of 
medical practitioners In the state, fixes 
a, penalty for practicing witlfout a li- 
cense granted by the board created hy 
the bill. There are to be created 
boards of examiners consisting of nine 
members for examination of practi- 
tioners of medicine, drugless practice 
and religious medical practitioners. 
The drugless board is to be composed 
of 
osteopaths, 
chlropractlsts 
and 
others in like lines, and the religious 
examiners; made of Christian Scien- 
tists and other such religious healers. 
Senator Gates introduced 
also a 
mechanics'* lien bill, similar to that of 
Senator Edwin M. Butler of Los An- 
geles, introduced two days ago. It Is 
backed by the Credit Men's Associa- 
tion of <Los Angeles. 
Senator P. C. Cohn of Sacramento 
county presented several bills calling 
for appropriations of several hundred 
thousands of dollars for improvements 
to be made at the Folsom prison. 


NEW HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 
The provisions of a bill introduced 
by Senator William Kehoe of Hum- 
boldt county are for the creation of a 
state highway commission of three 
members which shall hnve absolute 
charge of all state highways In the 
state, their construction and repair. 


A bill of Senator J. L. Avey of San 
Bernardino county aims to make all 
supervisors residents in the district 
from which they are elected and an- 
other provides that when a constitu- 
tional amendment is lo be voted on 
by' the people, both the old provision 
and the new one shall be placed on the 
ballot so that every voter can see and 
understand the change and the pro- 
vision? In the amendment over the olc! 
ones, 
» To establish a minimum wage scale 
on all government work Is the object 
of a bill presented by Senator E. F 
Bryant of San Francisco. 
The bill 


provides that every employe of a con- 
tractor doing wort* for the state shall 
receive at least $3 a day. 
Two Joint resolutions asking action 


by Congress werp presented, one bv 
Senator A. Cpmlnettl 
of 
Amador 


county and thp- other by Senator E. S. 
Blrdsall of Placer county. 
The first 
calls i5pon" Congress to continue the

Schools for Dependent 


Children Is Planned 


SACRAMENTO, Jan 22—The adoption 


of the State public school for dependent 
children plan employed In Michigan and 
other States and the abandonment of the 
State aid for private institutions in vogue 
in California is suegested by a concurrent 
resolution In the Senate yesterday In the 
name of President pro tem. Boynton. 
The Boynton resolution calls for an 
Investigation and a report to the next 
regular session o£ the Legislature. The 
investigation Is to be prosecuted by the i 
State Board of Education. The report la i 
to embody a plan for the extension of the i 
"public school system." 
The resolution does not In terms sug- 
gest State institutions, but It does in| 
terms criticise p/ivate Institutions 'for 
neeessqry and unavoidable Ineaiclenc3r. 
Boynton was In San Francisco, 
None 
was prepared to speak for him in ex- 
planation of the purpose of his resolution. 
The Board of Control expressly denied 
responsibility for, or Interest In, the pro- 
posed Investigation. 
However, for a, number of years there 
lias been Insistent, if not vigorous, op- 
position to the State aid plan for the 
maintenance 
of dependent children In 
private institutions. It has been con- 
:ended that the 45 private institutions re- 
ceiving State aid on a per capita basis 
did not, and could not, provide for their 
inmates the education that would best 
fit them for productive citizenship. 
The advocates of the establishment of 
State Institutions similar to the 
Cold 
Water, Mich., Institution have 
Insisted 
that the California sjstem Tyas waste- 
ful, unscientific and Inefficient. 
Existing laws provide for State aid on 
the following graduated basis: Whole 
orphans, $100 a year; abandoned children, 
$7B a year; half orphans, $75 a year, and 
foundlings, $150. To the several counties 
and private Institutions the State paid, 
during the last fiscal year $449,510.09, ac- 
cording to the controller's books. Private 
Institutions received approximately one- 
half that total 
If -was paid for 70S -whole orphans, 3875 
half orphans, 293 abandoned children, and 
150 "foundlings. 
The opposition 
to the 
plan of giving State aid to private Insti- 
tutions Is not based on charffes of Im- 
proper management. It 
Is 
contended 
that for the same amount of money the 
State can conduct an Institution In whlcli 
diversified manual training designed to 
fit boys and girls for the work day life 
can be made supplemental to the com- 
mon school education afforded by, 
or

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ffie Mining Bureau Scandal. 


vThe dispute between the Governor and the State Mineralogist 


'is worthy of examination independent of political or personal 
bias. It is a patronage squabble, with a side to it closely touching 
the efficiency and economy of government, and it should be viewed 
solely as a matter affecting the public business. 


Mr. Storms, the State Mineralogist, owes his position to the 


favor of the Governor. He admits that he appointed two incom- 
petent subordinates in the mining bureau at the request of the 
Governor! They were discharged by order of the trustees of the 
bureau—not primarily because they were incompetent, but be- 
cause the appropriation for the mining bureau was running short 
and there would not be money enough to defray the legitimate 
expenses of the bureau if the useless supernumeraries were kept 
on the pay-roll. As the law compelled the State Mineralogist- to 
obey the trustees, Mr. Storms bowed to the mandate and the al- 
leged incompetents were discharged to the great displeasure of 
the Governor. 


He says Mr. Storms is ungrateful, and has bitten the hand 


that fed him. Notice that the manna doled out to Mr. Storms and 
his subordinates came from the pockets of the people. In its per- 
sonal aspect, the controversy is not worthy of serious considera- 
tion. But the waste of public money and inefficiency in conduct- 
ing a department of the government is a matter of grave public 
concern. 


Coupled with this phase of the squabble is the direct charge 


that the president of the State Board of Control abused his of- 
ficial position in an effort to punish the State Mineralogist for 
the discharge of the Governor's proteges. The trustees assert 
that Mr. Neylan grossly misrepresented the conditions he found 
to exist in the mining bureau in an official report. The inference 
to be drawn from the statement given out by the trustees is that 
the president of the Board of Control made charges essentially 
false in an official report to punish the trustees as well as Mr. 
Storms for the dropping of two useless employes who were to- 
gether drawing $225 monthly from the pay-roll of the mining 
bureau. This is what A. H. Ward, chairman of the board of trus- 
tees, has to say about the matter: 


"It 'is a piece of political jobbery, and while the employment 


of Mrs. 'Kingsford and McCann and their subsequent dismissal is 
a matter that must rest with Storms and Governor Johnson, poli- 
tics, did not enter into the action of the Board of Trustees in its 
insisting on their dismissal. 
There is no place for them, and if 


Storms did promise the Governor to give them employment, then 
that was a bargain between them and not a matter for the trus- 
tees. We have conducted the bureau on the soundest business 
basis and the report of the auditor that there was a shortage in 
funds is not true. In no case was money loaned to an employe 
without a voucher being received, and every penny was account- 
ed for. 


"When money was advanced to employes, it was done for con- 


venience. In one of the specific cases mentioned in i^he Board of 
Control's report $50 had been given to an employe for the pur- 
pose^ paying draymen who came with samples that were being 
received from various sources, and a voucher was taken for the 
amount. In the ordinary course of procedure a voucher would have 
to be made out when a drayman demanded a freight charge, and 
this would have to be sent to Sacramento and perhaps three weeks 
might elapse before the"money would be received. Literally, if we 
foUowea that procedure the drayman would stand on the street. 
for tKree weeks before he received his money." 


Here we have direct allegations that waste and inefficiency in 


the mining bureau resulted from the Governor's demand that per- 
sonal proteges be given places which they were incompetent to 
fill, and that the president of the Board of Control falsified the 
facts to punish a measure of economy taken by order of the trus- 
tees. The amount involved,in the dispute is small, but the prin- 
ciple involved Is large. Incidentally the light thrown on'Mr. Ney- 
lan's methods is illuminating. His business appears to be to beat 
the woods and drive the game to his master's net. Whether he 
wields the hammer or the whitewash brush depends upon how 
the functionaries he investigates stand at court.

By resolution Congress authorized President Taft to invite 


the nations of the earth to make exhibits at the exposition. 


The government of the United States would be derelict if it 


failed to make a national exhibit 
commensurate with the 


wealth and resources of this great country. 
It has made 


exhibits at other expositions held in this country, and there is no 
reason why it should neglect to make an exhibit in J;he present 
instance. Indeed, there is every reason why it should go to un- 
usual lengths in making a display illustrative of our national ac- 
tivities and resources. 


The government.has collections of priceless value and wonder- 


ful'interest, and these collections, if properly, displayed, have Jan 
educational value beyond computation 
At the Chicago and St. 


Louis expositions, to say nothing of the minor ^expositions held 
at Jamestown, New Orleans, Portland and Seattle, the govern- 
ment exhibit surpassed all others in interest. 


By all means the government should be an exhibitor at the 


Panama-Pacific Exposition, and that is what the appropriation 
pending in Congress is designed to accomplish.

sist in financing the exposition, but to enable the government to 
appear as an exhibitor. It would be an act of stultification to do 
less. It would be unworthy a rich and enlightened nation to be 
niggardly and illiberal in this matter.

sented at the exposition held to celebrate the completion of- the 
greatest national enterprise ever undertaken. 


Twenty Years 


Ago Today 


One portion of P. H. McCarthy's address to the Building 


Trades Council in Los Angeles can be approved without reserva- 
tion. He declared there would be industrial peace in San Fran- 
cisco till after the exposition. What is better, he spoke for in- 
dustrial peace. As president of the Building Trades Federation, 
Mr. McCarthy is an influential man in the labor world, hence it is 
gratifying to hear him declaring for industrial peace and against 
agitation having conflict for its object. THE TRIBUNE wishes 
it could endorse other portions of McCarthy's speech as heartily 
as it does his utterances with respect to the harmonious relations 
which should exist between labor and capital. Let us hope that 
the peace for which the president of the Building Trades Council 
declares will be permanent, with justice added. 


Look Out for Bugs at Sacramento. 


A number of bills with bugs in them have been introduced in 


the Legislature as reform measures. Each one is or is professed 
to be aimed at some wrong or abuse. Wrongs and abuses should 
be corrected -wherever correction is possible, but it behooves the 
Legislature to carefully examine all measures to regulate or 
change the existing methods of doing business. It is not progress 
or reform to correct one abuse by creating another of still greater 
proportions. Then there is the case of the foolish farmer who 
burned his barn down to get rid of the rats. Some x>f the dirtiest 
jobs ever worked through legislative bodies were put through un- 
der pretense of righting some wrong or providing a remedy for 
some evil. Honest, sincere men are induced to vote for such 
measures by delusive representations put forth by schemers. Art- 
ful men take advantage of reform movements to offer jobs as re- 
form measures, hoping to slip them through without scrutiny. 
No rational and practicable measure of betterment should be 
ignored or rejected on general principles, but every bill having a 
special object in view should be closely and candidly scrutinized. 
Unless the Legislature proceeds with care and deliberation SOT 
very harmful legislation is likely to creep through at this session. 
There was a bunch of crooks among the angels in heaven, and the 
Solons at Sacramento are not all saints, must less angels; and 
«ven saint* have been known to put one over on the unsuspecting. 
Look out for bugs.

fever of 1S58, when any one who could 
lay hold of a tonveyance at any kind to 
the Fraser river left here.

Tha 
farmer with growing children, he ex- 
plained, turns more naturally to dairv, 
fruit or vegetable pursuits than the pro- 
ductiori of fancy beef. 
Other speakers of the evening were Dr. 
Ira. 'tV. Howrrth, director of the now 
university extension 
department. 
and 
Farnum P. Griffiths, secretary to Presi- 
dent VTheeler. The latter told various 
financial facts regarding the university.

Dean Hunt quoted Judge Shields to 
the effect that "agriculture Is not only 
an industry: It Is a life."

CALIFORNIA'S AREA LARGER. 


"California has approximately the same 


'asffia as tho nine north Atlantic states- 
In round numbers, the 
latter contains 
twenty-five millions of people, while Cali- 
fornia contains two and a. half millions. 
In the eastern area there is one person 
for each four acres, while in this western 
area there is one person for each forty 
acres. In other words, when California 
has the density of population of these 
nine original colonies, It will have a 
population of twenty-five millions of peo- 
ple. This much has not been said for 
the purpose of prophesying the tuture 
but to call attention to the fact that what 
California now needs is people.

masses of the people, however, are en- 
gaged. In. industrial occupations. 
They 
have Jlttle Jeisure for strictly cultured 
studies. Their natural need Is help to a 
Higher degree of Industrial efficiency, and 
a fuller pay-envelope- To them, there- 
fore, should T5e offered clas8 Instruction 
and instruction by correspondence In the 
various vocational subjects—in agricul- 
ture, in civil,- mechanical and electrical 
engineering, In public accounting and the 
like. The large demand for such Instruc- 
tion Is shown by the existence in this 
country of -m&re -thfta two hundred pri- 
vate correspondence schools, one of which 
has registered more than a million stu- 
dents, eighteen per cent of them beins 
college graduates.

Secretary Knox Cites Position 


of United States in Canal 


Matter. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22.—Publication 


of the full text of the reply of the United 
States to British protest against 
the 


provisions of the Panama canal act may 
bs looked for the last of this week or 
the first of next. 
The reply left the 


United States by mail last Saturday and 
should reach London the last of the week. 
Publication will be made there and in 
Washington fclmiltaneously. 


It was the purpose of Secretary Knox 


to withhold the facts until the communi- 
cation had reached Sir Edward Grey, but 
!n view of the fact that a rumar that 
this government has been marking time 
In order to permit of the expiration of 
the arbitration treaty now in fores be- 
fore Great Britain could properly demand 
submission of the differences to an ar- 
bitration tribunal has gained some cre- 
dence. A change has been made. 


Any 
report that President Taft and 


Secretary Knox have been merely spar- 
ring for time is preposterous, but It has 
been deemed wise to make known 
the 
facts. 


In view of the fact that these nego- 


tiations were initiated by Great Britain, 
that Sir Edward Grey adopted the meth- 
od of instructing the British ambassadot- 
to hand to the American Secretary 01 
State In person his autographed protest 
and that no publication of the contents 
of the protest was made until then 
"and 


then only with the consent of Secretary 
Knox, Mr. Knox has deemed It proper 
to pursue the same method in communi- 
cating his reply. 


In a number of instances Knox has 


been able to set at rest apprehensions 
of the British foreign office by a mere 
submission 
of facts. 
For 
Instance, 


Knox's presentation of the fact that the 
term "coastwise" applies only to ships 
engaged exclusively in carrying passen- 
gers and freight between the ports of 
this country and that transportation in 
such bottoms of either freight or pas- 
sengers to foreign ports would deprlva 
them of the free tolls provision of the 
Panama act Is clear cut and convincing 
and will doubtless be accepted by Great 
Britain as conclusive. 


That acceptance of the representations 


of the Secretary of State on this point 
will go far to smooth out any difficulty 
seems to be forecast by the text of the 
protest of July S, in which the British 
charge d'affaires said: 
"It the trade 


should be so regulated as to make it cer- 
tain that only.bona fide coastwise traffic, 
which is reserved for United States ves- 
sels would be benefited by this exemp- 
tion, it may be that no objection could 
be taken." 
Secretary Knox was able to dispose 
with equal facility that free tolls for 
ships engaged In the coastwise trade or 
the United States would enhance 
the 
charges Imposed on other vessels using 
the canal, an apprehension based on the 
assumption of an Intimate relation be- 
tween the tolls to be charged' and the 
cost ol maintenance of tho canal, includ- 
ing Interest on the investment, cost ot 
administration and suitable provision for 
a sinking fund. Knox makes it perfect- 
ly clear that there Is no such, relation.
